INTRODUCTION "The Draft Rural Areas Iocal Plan (henceforth referred to as the 
Draft Plan) is a local plan, prepared by Cherwell District Council under. the 
provisions of the Town and Country Planning Act 1971. It covers the area 

shown on the Proposals Map, namely Cherwell's rural areas as defined by the 
Structure Plan for Oxfordshire approved by the Secretary of State in April 1987. 
The Draft Plan relates to the period ending 31 March 1996, to coincide with the 
timescale of the Structure Plan. This first Draft Plan is published for the 
purposes of public consultation. All representations will be considered by the 
District Council, and the Draft Plan may be amended as a consequence. Subject 
to the Oxfordshire County Council certifying that it conforms generally with 

the Structure Plan, the Draft Plan will then be placed on deposit for formal 
objections. A public enquiry may be held into any formal objections before the 
final Draft Plan is adopted by the District Council as a statutory local plan." ...

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LIPREADING CLASSES IN DEDDINGTON | 


The first documented account of a deaf man learning to lipread dates from the 
early 1600s. But recognised. lipreading classes for the deafened and hard-of- 
hearing adult are a comparatively new idea. In this country they have been 

in existence for less than 20 years - usually under locel education 

authorities or health services auspices. ven now such classes are not exactly 
commonplace, especially in rural areas. 


Fortunately for Deddington, increased funding in Oxfordshire is making it 
possible to offer a free weekly lipreading class in the village, starting on 
Monday 9 November. Lipreading classes ere friendly and informal and cater for 
both novice ‘and experienced lipreaders, As well es training in lipreading 
skills, help is offered in copimg with difficult, everyday situations. 
Information is also available on other-sources of practical help.
